LoKDON, Jan. 13. — All of the German 
';newBpaper8 except the Radical press ac- 
cording to a Berlin dispatch to tlie 
Standard express only contempt for the 
Anglo-American treaty. 

The Daily News says: "After the 
council yesterday, Lord Salisbury re- 
ceived Mr. Bayard, tlic U. S. ainbasaa- 
dor and the two exchaugod mutual con- 
gratulations on the arbitration treaty. 
I A Vienna dispatch to the Times says ; 
'•The Anglo-American treaty seema 
likely to revive the old popular move- 
ment against militarism. Never were 
ncwspiipers more unanimous in judging 
of a great international cvfiit. The 
opinioua they express are an echo of a 
\y'idespread feeling against the bloated 
armaments of Europe and of the hope 
of the dawn of a better era." 

The Volks Zeitung mentions the ef- 
forts of three Catholio cardinals — 
namely, the arehbishops of Baltimore, 
of Armagh and of WeBtrninster— in favor 
of Anglo-American arbitration. 

The correspondent ot the Times at 
Berlin remarks upon the Anplophobia 
displayed by the Nord I'joutsche AUge- 
raeine Zeitunu, which eeizes udcii the 
occasion of the liictiiing of the treaty to 
point out that it serves the interests of 
the Anglo-Saxon race claim inj; a pre- 
dominanco and spreading itself to all 
([uarters of the globe. 

According tr> the same correspondent 
the clerical kohiisclio Volks Ziiitung re- 
joices in the event, and sayaolit: "This 
success is calculated to lead to others. 
If the aims of the Pan-American con- 
gress in 1880 should be realized guaran- 
tee will be secured with a permanent 
peace for 120 tnillions of the inhabitants 
of North and. South America, and of 
millions of other English speaking peo- 
ple." 

The Chronicle's Washington corres- 
pondent says Secretary Olney, replying 
to a question of the Kussian ininister, 
M. Kotzbue, as to whether the arbitra- 
tion treaty with England was ofl'ensive 
and defentjivB or anything in the nature 
of an alliance, said that the question 
Blight be answered yes and no, that in 
tlie ordinary dijjlomatic acceptance 
it v.'UB not nn alliance, but that it ia an 
alliance in support of the terms of the 
Monroe doctrine, wliicli England recog- 
nized by the terms of the Venezuelan 
treaty. ' " If the arbitration treaty ia 
ratified," Mr. Oluey said, " it practical- 
ly makes Great Britain our ally for the 
maintenance and enforcement of the 
Monroe doctrine." 

The correspondent of the Chronicle 
commenting uuon the above fjajs : 
" Mr. Olncy recognizes that lOnglaiid is 
the more natuial ally of America than 
Uussia, whose hitherto professed friend- 
flliip for the United States is merely 
hatred of I'higlaiid. It is probable that 
Hus.'iia will do her best to persuado the 
Senate not to ratify the treaty." 

Thi> Paily News Berlin despatch says 
the Xord Deutsche Allegemeino Zeitung 
sarcastically observes that the Anglo- 
American arbitration treaty will briiiL; 
grist to the mill of the Socialiats and 
Democrats who have ahvaya denuinded 
that parliaments antl not sovereigns 
shoula decide peace or war, and the 
.•VnarchislB will applaud the treaty as a 
Huccess for their cause. 

Kcft.'rring to the Washington eorres- 
Dondciire of tln^ Chronicle which says 
tliat .Secretary t)lney said to the Hus- 
aiaii Minister, M. Iv He Cotzure, when 
he was asked wliether ttie treat}' 
was oU'ensiv"!) or duiLMisive, that the 
qiieatioa might hi! answered either yes 
or no, the St. .lames Gazette says: 
" Somewhat hastily assumed this means 
that the United States will exchange 
her traditional friendship for Euesia for 
a close general alliance with England. 
We would be prepared to recognize Am- 
ericans anything in reason if we could 
get the two great nations to stick to- 
gether against the world." 

A Chronicle dispatch from Kome says 
tliat tireeco has ordered 100,000 riflijs 
from im Austrian firm. 

A Ih^nie dispatc^h to the Standard says 
that llie Hritisli and American Archaeo- 
logical society has opened its new sea- 
son, t/onimendator Lanciani delivered 
the lecture, and lion. Wayne MacVengli, 
XJ. 8. ambassador, as chairman made a 
happy allusion to the good augury for 
the society of the signing of the Anglo- 
American arbitration treaty, which pro- 
voked great applause. 

The Standard's Kome rorrespondent 
reports that the Pope's physicians re- 
commend the greatest care in preserving 
an even temperature for his room ami in 
ilieting liini on egga and old wine' Tliia 
correspondent says of the Pope's appear- 
ance : " Hia bowed attitude when 
standing has been much increased 
lately." 

The Russian bark Ehca, wliicli arrived 
at Gardifi" yesterday from Daricn, Ga., 
reports thaton Dec. 28, in lat. -!0 degrees 
North, and long. 47 degrees West, she 
spoke the British steamship Indraleina 
which had broken her shaft and needed 
assistance as the damage could not bo 
repaired at aea. The Indralema, Capt. 
Harwoodi left Penarth on Dec. 2 for 
Newport News, Va., and has been rein- 
sured for 45 guineas pretniuip. 

Mr. Arthur Balfour, first lord of the 
treasury, Jlr. Herbert Asquith, Lord 
Rothschild and Lord Lonsdale were 
among the guests at Mr. Henry White'ti 
dinner on Monday in honor of Senator 
Edward Wolcott, of Colorado, and of the 
treaty. 

A dispatch from Hongkong to the 
Timea,8ay8,: "The authorities here re- 
commend the extension of the naval 
yard at a coet of £260,000 and the dry- 



dock on the island. The plans for the 
work are now in London, The exten- 
sion of the colony's boundariea to the 
mainland is cxiiecled." 

Tlio British steamship Grafl'oo, Cap- 
tain Peiiwill, which arrived to-day from 
Wilmington, N.C, came into collision 
with the British steamship Australia, 
both veasels being damaged. 

It is reported in a Berlin despatch to 
the Post th.\t word has been received 
there from Tokyo that twenty German 
lirms of engineers and shipbuildeiB in 
.lapan have formed a syndicate to con- 
tract for the work of the military and 
naval equipment, to which Japan will 
devote tao Ohlnese war indemnitr. 

The correspondent of the Standard 
saya that Germany had declined to 
accede to Euesia's desire that she should 
persua'de Austria to agree to a partition 
of theBalkans, assuring IlusBiapredomiii- 
ance in tlie eastern nod Austrian pre- 
dominance in the Western half of the 
peninsula. 

Advices from Havana state that a 
gentleman in Havana who was an in- 
timate friend of Llio irisureeut leader 
Maceo, has received a letter and a pack- 
ago from one of the patriotic chieftains, 
The package contained Maceo's carbine, 
which in case of Ida death he desfred to 
be sent to the friend referred to." 



THE DEER PARK MINE. 

It win Unaottbtediy Be One of the Bit; 
Features of the Camp— War Eagle 
Stock Wanted. 

RosSLAND, Jan. 13.— (Special) — The 
RoBsland Miner baa been making careful 
inquiry into the condition of the Deer 
Park mine. It finds that the cross-cut 
on the 110 toot level now shows 10 feet 
of ore without any sign of a wall, Thia 
ore body has been carefully sampled and 
five assays range from $2 to $104. It 
is believed the average value 
of the ore is $28 per " ton. 
This cannot, however, be demonstrated 
for certainty until shijiments in larger 
quantity to the smelter have been made, 
but the results are not likely to vary 
much from the above figures. Should 
the Miner's conclusion prove correct the 
Deer Park will undoubtedly be one of 
the big wines of the camp. 

An order was received Uere to-day for 
10,000 shares of War Eagle at $1.(51 from 
a Toronto broker, who has close rela- 
tions with theGooderhama. Thiswould 
indicate that the price of the mine is 
$850,000, as announced at the time of 
the sale.

Kinley has tendered the State portfolio 
to Senator John Sherman of Ohio, and 
that diBtinguished Buckeye atatesman 
has accepted and will be the premier of 
the incoming administration.

Ottawa, Jan. 13.— The I'isheriea de- 
partment has received a petition from 
llahermen of Britiah Columbia urging 
the imposition of a duty on fresh 
Biilmon.

The Minister of Agriculture has de- 
cided that horses driven by persona 
crossing the frontier to visit friends in 
Canada shall for the present bo not sub- 
ject to quarantine inspection and fees.' 
A similar concession will be made by the 
United States Government. 

J. M. Macoun,of the geological survey, 
leaves for England to-morrow to assist 
Prof, Darcj; Tbompeon, who came over 
for the foreign office, this year, tb study 
seal life, in the preparation of his report 
to the Imperial government. 

The Imperial Institute has notified the 
government of its intention to hold a 
lisheriea exliibit nest summer, and ask- 
ing the co-operation of Canada to make 
it a succesa. Besides fishery producta 
all classes of appliances are to be shown. 

MO>'ETARY conference: 

Important I^Ieetlng at Indianapolis— The 
Chairman's Address Urging Im- 
portant Refbrma. 

Ikdianafolis, Jan. 13. — Gbairman 
Hugh Hanna, of the executive commit- 
tee of the monetary conference, called 
that bady to order at Tomlinaon's hall, 
yesterday afternoon. At that time there 
were seated in the auditorium over BOO 
delegates, who represent business ititer- 
eata that run up in value to the hundreds 
ot millions. The recommendations of 
the committee for the temporary organ- 
ization were E. 0. Stanard, of St. Louis, 
aa temporary chairman; Jacob W. 
Smith, of Indianapolis, aa aergeant-at- 
arms. In the cha'ir Mr. Stannard said: 

•'The stability, prosperity and safety 
of oar commercial, manufacturing, bank- 
ing and agricultural operations depend 
upon aaafe, cos^prehensive and stable^ 
financial policy for our government, a 
policy that may be relied on to last from 
one year to another, and from one poli- 
tical administration to another, and to 
bo taken as far na possible out 
of the realm of politics. Thero 
should be enough money to do 
tlie business of the country, and 
there should be no doubt about its char- 
acter and no slinking of confidence to 
take it out and keep it out of circula- 
tion. The people of the United States 
not only should liave confidence in our 
financial methods, but all other nations 
of the earth with whom wc have com- 
mercial reliitions, should have assur- 
ance of the stability of our financial in- 
Btitutiona, bo that they may know on 
what basis they are working. The pres- 
ent financial methods of the government 
are largely those adopted during the 
war, when there were great emergen- 
cieB. Some method ahould be adopted 
fur the retirement of the United States 
and treasury notes. They have been a 
liindi'ance to the prosperity of our gov- 
ernment for many years. Tfiey ai'e a 
constant menace to our treasury re- 
serve, and to the credit of the covern- 
nieiit, and \rhen encroachments are 
made u|)on those reserves, commerce 
stands in fear and trembling. 

" I see no reason why the law should 
not be 60 amended as to allow national 
banks to iesuo notes up to the par value 
of the bonds they hold as a basis for their 
issue instead of issuing, aa they are now 
compelled to do, only 00 per cent, of the 
par value ol the bonds that coat them 
perhaps 118 to 120. Thia would help in 
giving ua a larger volume of circulation 
and be an inducement to the hanks to 
issue all the bills they could under the 
new law. Then there ia a tax of 1 per 
cent, on the issue of the national bank 
circulation, and J see no necessity for so 
large a la.x:, aa it must ultimately be 
paid hy the Ijorrowcr. The tax should 
be reduced to one-fourth of 1 per cent. 

"There arc many advantages con- 
nected witli the national banking system 
and the syBtcni might, with great benefit 
to all iiUerGsled, be extended by allow- 
ing, under jiroper safeguards, the estab- 
lishment of branch banks in similar 
cities and largely reduiced minimum of 
capital. 

" There are many auggestions of re- 
form. One ia to withdraw all paper 
money under the denomination ol $10, 
thereby forcing a larger volume of silver 
and gold to circulate in the liandj of the 
piiople, and this ia well worthy of favor- 
able consideration. 

"I am sure the banl.:er, merchant 
profesfliunal man, mantii'acturer, fanner' 
miner, artizan, mechanic and laborer nil 
have a coramuuity ot interest in the 
cause we are here to promote. The 
country cannot permanently prosper if 
any of the essential interests are neglect- 
ed or encriliced. All legislation ahould 
be for the greatest good to the greateat 
number."

In many districts men and 
women are reduced to livinE skeletons 
and are lying at tlie roadsides. It is be- 
lieved that relief will cost tbe jjovern- 
ineiit f'-Jf), 000,000. There are terrible 
scenes at the burial grounds of the Ma^ 
hommedans, which are much over 
crowded, and where the bodies of plngue- 
slricken victints recently Interred are 
dttK up to make room for fresh arrivals.

It is expected that it will 
march against I'"oula's forces at Kabba, 
aonthweat of the Niger. Sir Cieorge 
Goldie, the t^overnor, lias arrived, and 
will aceonipany thecolumn. !'!;;; Koyal 
Niger Company's flotilla of armed Blern- 
wheeled steamers will patrol the Niger, 
The Tunes in an editorial e.^cplains 
that the old quarrel between tbe pow- 
erliil Emir of Nupe and the Niirer Com- 
pany was on acuount of the Emir raid- 
ing the company's territory for slaves.

A Times dispatch from St. Petersburg 
eayg ; " M. DeWitte in his biidjiet state"- 
ment maintains his determination to 
carry out his scheuie of monetary re- 
form for tbe li .nation of tlie rouble in 
r^old, which, lie jioiiita out, ia aim- 
ply a contuuiation of wliat haa already 
been done by the free exchange of the

100 kopeks) to 5U kopeks. He also dil- 
ates upon the advantages of protective 
duties and the immense stride of Rus- 
sian manufactures and industry and the 
great and peaceful enterprise of tlie rail- 
way to Manchuria, 

Kenor Silvela, made a telling apeech 
at Madrid to a meeting of iiia parti/.ana, 
111 which he .severely criticized the exist- 
ing political and adminiatrative iniinor- 
ality.

He nssertod 
ibat numerous Conservative per- 
sonages, althonudi outside the Sil- 
vela groiii), holil to the SilveliHl 
policy. Senor Silvela aaid ht: be- 
lieved that the liueen licL'eiit is alive to 
public opinion and will .••auction the con- 
struction of an intermediate t^)nserva- 
tive cabinet to save the preati;^e of the 
throne and to aatiufy tlic crying neiuls of 
the country. This alliiBion "to the throne 
from the lips of a statesman like Senor 
Silvela is regarded to be impossible un 
less he had a strong warranty, Senor 
Silvela having recently conferred with 
the Queen.

views of Frdmlnint Men In England i^nd on 
the Continent on tbe Arliitra- 
tion Treaty. 

Nkw Youic, .Tan. 13.— The ,7oiirnal 
this morning prints interviews with a 
number of stateainen, soholarsYind men 
prominent in other lands. Eight. Hon. 

William E. Gladstone cables as follows : 

" H.uvAuiMCN, Eng., Jan. 11. — 1 re- 
joice in the signature of the Anglo- 
American treaty. It would be too much 
to expect that tbe quarrels of nations 
throughout the world will be got rid of 
by means of such treaties, but it indi- 
cates the sound conviction ol worthy 
Christians and constitutes a step in the 
path of real progress." 

John Burns thus comments : " Lon- 
don, Jan. 12.— The treaty signed between 
America and iMiglaiid is the act of the 
century, the real bond of brotherhood, 
the deed of democracy biudinig two na- 
tions into a civilizing whole and arbi- 
trating by lationaliiy instead of passion. 
England and America one and indivisi- 
ble for a peace treaty dethrones miiiliar- 
ism, the curse of Europe and the scourge 
of humanity." 

Justin McCarthy cables in part as 
follows: "London, .Ian. 13. — 1 think 
the treaty is the liit;heat point of civili- 
zation yet reached. So long as you have 
authorized representatives of the great- 
est empire and greatest republic in the 
world on arbitration I do not care whut 
the subsequent modifications may be, 
that principle will help to guide all na- 
tions of the world." 

Ian Maclaren responded : "Liverpool, 
,) an. 12.— It prepares for a permanent 
alliance which should make an Anglo- 
American war inii)oa.sil)lo and unite two 
nations in the cause, of civilization.'' 

Archbiahop Walsh thus ex)ireat^ed his 
convictions: "Dublin, ,laii. li. — I 
hold Btronjjly the princi])lo of arliilration 
should be applied, if conciliation or me- 
diation ia not available for ■ the aettlc- 
nientof dispuica whether domestic or 
international in all tilings great and 
small." 

Alfred Austin, poet laurate, ox presses 
this sentiment: "Kensington, Eng., 
Jan. 12. — I desire more than I can say 
to see tbe principle of arbitration ac- 
cepted. One in race, in speech, in ideas 
of government and society, may the peo- 
ple of America and "Great Britain ever 
remain in generous amity." 

Henri Roebefort: "Paris, Jan. 12. — 
I applaud the treaty as a doini: away 
with physical force and a('eoiii]ilisliing a 
good work for civilization." 

Minister Crispi : "Rome, .fan. 12. — 
The treaty between Great Britain and 
the United States ought to encourage It- 
aly to negotiate in her turn."

VANCOIJVER. 

■Vancouver, Jan. 13. — Vancouver's 
tough chain-ganKi now that they cannot 
prey upon the public, like vicious woh es 
are preying upon each other. One vag. 
had concealed a .^U) bill from tlii' iiolicc 
— and another of the ganp in convcrafl- 
tion told liini if lie couid raisr any 
money lio had tin' ear of the ollicers and 
could procuru bail for liiui. Vag. No. 
1 showi^d the bill and vag. Xo. 2 grabbed 
it and ran to the other end of tlu' jail, 
defyini; anyone to take it from him. In 
the polici^ court he aitnply denies having 
taken the money, lind the stolen bill 
cannot bo fonnd. 

For ways that are dark and tricks that 
are vain, the Vancouver Chinee ia pecu- 
liar. When a raid was made on the 
Uhineso gambling dens on Dupont Street 
liy the police, many remarkable devices 
^vere discovered intended to prevent dis- 
covery. In one deu a wire waa piilleil 
and a tnasgive door glaninieJ loo of its 
own accord, shutting out the game and 
the gamblers, and giving the ganiblera 
j)leniy of time to escape by the rear 
pi einises. The lights went out the same 
ilia. ant. So that it a policeman got on 
tho wrong side of that door at the crit- 
ical moment he wouldn't feel as if he 
was having things entirely his own way.

Leading churchmen here feel it abso- 
lutely necessary that vigorous stejis 
ahouid be taken to remedy a state of 
things which is, they hold, discreditable 
to a religious body in a province so rich 
in natural resources as British Culum- 
bia.

STILL TRAVELLING. 

Tlie correctness of the proverb that 
"a lie will travel a niilo wliile truth is 
getting on its boots," la exeinplilied in 
regard to the manner in which the 
erroneous statementa tnade by Mr. Blair 
in regard to the British Columbia South- 
em Kailway, and the coal and timber 
lands in the vicinity of the route of the 
proposed lino, are being copied and dis- 
Hcniinated by the newspujjors of the In- 
terior and of some sectioua further Eaet. 
As we have alread v said, we do not fur 
one moment insinuate that the Minister 
of Railways and Canals intended to mis- 
represent the matter or had an idea that 
the fitatenients ho made were not only 
generally true, but also correct in their 
details. lie had, of course, to get iiia in- 
formation from others, and upon those 
parties must be laid the blame for 
gross exaggerations, distortion of 
facts, and, in some matters, 
absolute untruths. Where I\Ir. Blair is 
not free from censure is in the fact that 
he (lid not take steps to get corrobora- 
tion of the stetoinenta made to him and 
seek for information from the oUicial 
sources which were open to him. - Plad 
he done so, we feel sure that he would 
have hastened tb withdraw the sweep- 
ing assertions he made after he left Vic- 
toria at several places on his homeward 
jo" rney. 

The real facts in regard to the reported 
extension of the Kailway Company's 
land grant to the Coast have been so 
c'early set forth by Provincial newspap- 
ers, both among those which support 
■»od those which are in oi)poBition to the 
Provincial Government, that it is not 
njceeeary to say more about that part of 
t'le subject than that, if there ia any 
ambiguity about the matter, there ia no 
doubt that the Government will pass 
such legislation at the ensuing session 
as will remove the possibility of any 
doubt remaining. 

On the subject of the coal lands it may 
bj well to eay a few words as it is evi- 
dent, from the diacassion which has 
taken place, that there is much ignor- 
ance on the part of many people in this 
Trovince, who niij^ht be supposeil to be 
b Jtter informed on the matter. Nine 



years ago the charter was granted for 
the railway, and although the promoters 
presumably had faith in the enterprise 
they have not, from one cause or an- 
other, been able to endue capitalists 
until recently with a similar confidence 
in the prospects of the scheme. In the 
iant session of the Provincial rarliaiiient 
previous to the last, the Legislature 
thonght it in the interests of the Pro- 
vince to give some aid to the scheme by 
a grant of land, and as there was no 
area available along the route for such a 
<:rant as ia generally given, the company 
•.v;ig allowed to Eclect lands in the dis- 
tiict in which theae coal deposits are 
Hupposed to exist. ^'et this " mag- 
iiiticeut gift" — to use the term 
of some of its present critics — failed to 
make capitalists eager to secure partici- 
pation in the enterprise, and although 
the promoters have spent much time 
and labor and a large sum of money in 
their attempts to secure the necessary 
capital their ellorta have been entirely 
fruitless until new conditions — discon- 
nected completely with the intrinsic 
merits of the railway and land grant 
— caused capitalists and railway mair- 
natea to give the scheme favorable con- 
sideration, j 
Now let us refer to eonic otber details | 
which have a most material bearing on | 
this so-called "monopoly" in the coal 
and " legislation detrimental to the in- 
terests of the miners." In the grant of 
these lands made in 1S!)0, the legislature 
imposed conditions in regard to them 
which we believe are not found in any 
other of the many Acts granting aid to 
railways. It required that the comi)any 
should sell the lands pn such terms as 
the Lieutenant - Governor - in - Council 
might approve, on pain of the lands be- 
coming taxable. Now, as the Govern- 
ment price for coal lands ia $3 per acre, 
it may bo aHBiimed that that would he 
the maximunr value which would be al- 
loM'od. Furthermore, all the coal rais- 
ed is subject to the royalty to the Prov- 
ince jnst the same as that raised on land 
owned by ordinary purchasers from the 
Government. Aa showing how diflicult 
the Legislature in 1S90 believed it was 
to got capital for the construction of rail- 
ways, it gave to thia and other compan- 
ies the right to collect a royalty from 
miiuirrt on all gold and silver found on 
hiirtls included in the railway grants. 
This right was, however, repealed at the 
next seiBloD. 
Let us go a step farther and ask these 



people who are now shouting " mono- 
poly," what course they would recom- 
mend should bo taken if the lands wore 
still owned by the Government and as 
they will be if the company should fail 
to construct the line within the time 
specified in the act. Would they pro- 
pose that the Government should flnil 
some .$500,000, which would be required 
to equip the mines and enable them to 
bo worked, even after the capital to 
build the railway — without which the 
coal would be valueleaa — had been other- 
wise provided? We do not think that 
any sane person would suggest the Gov- 
ernment engaging in coal mining. What 
then must be done to get the co: 1 de- 
veloped? Simply to sell the lands at the 
Government price if anyone would buy 
them. In that case what is to prevent 
tBie lands passing into the hands of 
one syndicate or company, which would 
be almost inevitably the result? But in 
the case of such a sale, the Governnient 
would bo called upon for additional aid 
to build the railway as the only subsidy 
which the latter now has, ia in these 
lands. It only requires a statement of 
the facts and of the law regarding the 
sale of coal lands, to show that those 
who are now talking about "a monop- 
oly " are not acquainted with thcsubject. 

The Kossland Miner is evidently in that 
catagory, and in a recent article on the 
subject displays its ignorance so grotes- 
quely that it will be held to answer itself 
by those who understand the matter. Its 
attack on Colonel Baker, as having, 
while a member of the Government, used 
his position to secure advantages for 
himself and his associates must 
bo excused as arising trom the 
complete ignorance of the writer 
of what he was 4iB<^"BB^°R' "^^^^ 
railway charter and the land grant 
were given by the Legislature years be 
fore Colonel Baker was a member of the 
Government, and it would be a novel 
idea — and not at all in keeping with the 
Miner's own policy — if the fact of a per- 
son becoming a metnber of the Govern- 
ment waa to require that he should sur- 
render his personal property which had 
been honestly and legitimately acquired 
previous to his appointment. We would 
recommend the editor of the Miner to 
study the provincial law on coal lauds 
and other cognate subjects, and he will 
then see that if these lands were still in 
the possession of the Province, there 
would be nothing to prevent him and 
his friends acquiring them at ^5 per acre 
without any such onerous obligation aa 
the construction of 300 miles of railway. 

■ABOLITION OF CATTLE 

QUARANTINE. 

The news that the Dominion Govern- 
ment has abolished the quarantine on 
cattle imported from the United States, 
will be received with both surprise and 
dissatisfaction by the stockmen and 
ranchers of this Province. The news 
will occasion suriirise bec.iuse lion. Mr. 
Blair, in response to the representations 
of the stockmen, made to him at Kam- 
loopa, promiaed that nothing should be 
I done in regard to the matter without the 
I fullest investigation and careful consid- 
i oration of their interests. Since

The soil 
will produce almost any crop that is-put 
into it except 'O'lieat. r 

The old inhabitant of Cuba, who is 
the Sun's authority, aaya that he has 
cut crops of sugar cane oil thi^ same 
plantation for thirty years aud that the 
oldest inhabitant of the neighborjiood 
does not leau'inber by whom it 
waa planted. The average yield of 
an acre of sugar cano is .IsTO, and it 
costs ij^SO for the first year's eultivation 
and $10 every succeeding yeat. In Cuba 
the sugar cane yields a crop the first 
year, which is not the case in other 
sugar growing regions. The soil every- 
where is adopted to the growth of sugar, 
colleo and tobacco, all of the finest 
quality. There is, too, an abundance of 
excellent pasture land. Only oiie- 
twenticth of the available agricultural 
land has been brought uiitler culti- 
vation. 

The Cuban forcsta are very valuable. It 
is aaid that there are 17,000,000 of acres 
of virgin forests. Tlieae forests contam 
forty difibrent kinds of fine cabinet 
woods. The mines of Cuba are exceed- 
ingly rich, but have been very imper- 
fectly developed. One reason for this 
was that the f^paiiieb government de- 
mand 50 per cent, of the prodiicta of the 
mine. There are great dejjoaits of excel- 
lent iron ore, manganese, copper and 
salt, with some silver and gold. The 
climate inland is healthy and pleasant, 
and the prevalence of yellow fever on 
the coast is attributed to the filthiness of 
the seaport towna. 

When the great resources of the 
Islanil are taken into consideration, and 
when it is remembered that Cuba occu 
pies an important strategical position on 
the Gulf of Mexico, it will not be a 
matter of wonder that Spain is straining 
every nerve to retain so valuable a pos- 
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session, or that the inhabitants of the 
Island refuse any longer to bo denied a 
voice in its government, or to submit to 
taxation which deprives them of so largo 
a proportion of the fruit of their labors.

flioii by i!xhaiiHtion or have thrown oil' 
the yoke of tlicir masters and made 
Cuba an inde|)endont state.

For tameneas and tranquility and 

utter absence of any nerve-destroying 
element, the municipal election campaign 
that closed with last night's meeting at 
the city hall has been worthy alinoat of 
J)eidrich Knickerbocker and his associate 
counsellors of New Amsterdam. There 
luia been a peaceful calm pervading ihe 
majority of the few public meetings, and 
the candidatea as a rule seem to have 
drifted through the formalities in a 
dream. The only incident marring the 
serene harmony was the little inter- 
change of complinienta at Johns 
Brothers' hall, when Mayor Beaven gave 
his ai)]dication of the sage advice, "'go 
West, young man," with Aid. Mac- 
niillan as an illustration. On that occa- 
sion the alderman, too, came out of his 
trance long enough to allbrd the rate- 
payers a little entertainment, but on the 
whole the short campaign has been so 
utterly barren of anything approaching 
enthusiasm or excitement that when to- 
day it is all over and the people are in- 
formed whom they have chosen to be 
their rulers during 1897, there will be 
little to remind them that an election 
has taken place. 

And yet in some respects the uncom- 
monly short and uneventful campaign 
has possesaed peculiar interest. It is the 
first in this city that there has been a 
suggestion thrown out in, looking to the 
introduction of party politics, and 
though this got no furtlier than the sug- 
geation, it shows wdiich way the wind 
blows in certain cjuarters. It is the first 
campaign, too, in which the bicyclists — 
now a very numerous body — have dis- 
played any inclination to introduce 
themselves as a factor in municipal poli- 
tics. " Good roads " is, of course, the 
watchword, and battlecry in this connec- 
tion, and although the members of the 
club did not manifest sufficient intereat 
to attend a meeting called to hear the 
candidates declare themselves on thiBsub- 
ject—whichtheca^didate8,too,apparent- 
ly forgot— The V. W. C. good roads com- 
mittee yesterday saw lit to mail postal 
card advice notes to all wheelmen whose 
names appear on the lists, recommend- 
ing them, aa interested in the important 
subject of street improvement, to en- 
dorse a ticket. 

The wheelmen do not express any 
conviction that thoy will carry this 
ticket ; they have no organization and 
have done no work, and their " sugges- 
tion to wheelmen " as to how to vote 
may be taken somewhat in the nature of 
a notice of motion — the cyclists being 
liable to play a more important part in 
the fight a year hence. 

In preparation fo' the polling to-day 
the e.xterior of the city hall has already 
assumed something of the appearance of 
ail over-grown bill board, with its many 
signs for the benefit of the voter. With- 
in, the police court cliambers seem also 
to have umlergone a Iransfonnation, the 
room at jiresent resembling more the 
jioultry annex of an agricultural exhibi- 
tion than a temple of justice. Here it 
wa.H that the various deputy returning 
ollicers and clerks lui't. at I yesLi^rday 
afternooi) to reiuMvi^ their (iiial in.itriic- 
tioiis from Mr. \V. W. -Nortbcotl — aase's- 
aor, purcliaeing agent, building iiiapec- 
tor, registrar of voters and now munici- 
pal returning tjflicer. b'cn' be ia some- 
thing of a I'uoh Bah himself. 

The polls will open at 8 a.m. and close 
at 4 in the afternoon, special precau- 
tions being taken to ensure non-inter- 
feience with the elector as ho marks 
and casts his ballot. Three aldermen 
are to be elected in each ward, and three 
of the candidates ollering are to be re- 
turned as Dublic s,ebr)i)l trustees. A 
niayoi' is also to l)n clinseii, and at the 
same tune Ihe electors will express their 
o|)inion on the subject of ward redistri- 
bution as outlined in the bylaw to be 
deciiled Oy their ballots.

THE BADGE OP BRAVERY. 

How Captain Whistler of the "Tacoma" 
Became Possessed of His Dlucb- 
Frized Albert Medal. 

Though brave deeds are every day per- 
formed by merchant seamen, they do 
not always find their way to light. The 

oueau is nowadays so covered with ship- 
ping!; that acts of heroism, quiet per- 
formances full of manly spirit and devo- 
tion iiiuat prove muiMiroug among the 
many inariuerB alloat uiuler the red en- 
eifjn. The merchant si'.ilor aa a general 
rule huH no chronicler. Publicity has 
liappily been accoriled to one remark- 
able example of sailorly courage, and as 
a result Captain Thoniaa Averett 
Whistler, of the N. P. K. Bleam- 
shii) Tacoma, treasures as one of 
his most [irized possessions the 
Albert medal of the first class, 
with which badge of honorable distinc- 
tion Her Majesty the tiueen was pleased 
to recognize an act of bravery performed 
bv him a few years ago while chief mate 
of the ship Enncrdale of Liverpool. The 
incident which the medal commemor- 
ates transpired on a bitterly cold night 
in mid-December, while the homeward 
bound Kunerdale was pBssing thronsih 
the most inhospitable, melancholy, ilis- 
mal tract of water in the world — oil' 
Caiie Morn. The hour was b:'M a.m., 
called at sea three bells in the s -coiid 
dog-watch, when Duncan McCallum, 
a young apprentice who was 
aloft upon Koino job, fell, struck 
the rigL'inir and rebouiulfd on board. An 
able seainau naineil Pochin witnessed 
the fall of the lad and without a ino- 
luent'e heeitaticju sprang after him, bat 
before he could rfnch McCallum the 
poor fell6w sank. By this time the ship 
liad been brought to the wind, and 
Poching, fearing the cramp might seize 
him, hailed the ship for a life buoy. It 
was at this moment, and while all. hands 
were engaged in lowering a boat to the 
rescue, tha Whistler, who had been 
asleep in his berth below was 
awakened by the nnnsiial commotion 
and ran on deck williout stopping; to 
dress. Instantly understanding the 
matter, he culled to the boatswain to 
heave him a lifebuoy, and jumped over- 
board. Ilia first business on rising to 
the surface was to seize the lifebuoy 
with which he swam to Pochin. The 
brave sailor was on the point of sinking, 
but the mate with the aid of the buoy 
succeeded in keeping him up, even 
though tlio water was freezingly cold 
and there was a small i.ea running, until 
the boat came to the rescue and both 
were brought safely back to the shi]i.
